Robers T.oro:07, the Juſtice, ſo called, 
bidding them, Sc/{ che Coods for what they could get, if they 
Sonld get for Ten Pounds worth but Thirty Shillngs ;, and bee 
cauſe the Officers could not ſe!' the Goods fo ſoon as he would

101. for the pretended Poverty of the Preacher ; and the 
faid Richard being but a poor man, they took moſt of the 
Goods in his Houtie, to the value of 21. and ſold them for 
35, 6d. 
: Elizabeth Clay and 4nthony Tomlinſon fined gs. apicee, 
Chriſtopher Branareth fined 5 s, and 11. 5 5. for the pre? 
tended Poverty of five others, for which they took a Mare 
from him to the value of .. 1. whi h they (o'd for 30s. 
Thema Cock; am fined F 5, for himſelf, and 101. for the pres 
tended Poverty of the Houſe, for which he had two Oxen tas 
ken from him worth 101. 10s, - 
George Cotkram tor the faire fined 5 5. had taken from him 
Googs worth 11s. | 
Fohn Bulloent the Elder fined 5 s, for himſelf, and 101, = 
996 
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the pretended Poverty of the Houſe, for which he had a Mare 
and Goeds taken from him worth 3 1. the ſaid Fohn Bulrvere 
being a very poor Man, and not keeping Howſe, but dwelling. 
in his Shop, being a Nailor, the aforeſaid Juftice bid the Of. 
ficers take al he had, hn Coat off his Baok, and his Hat if is 
were on hut Head, and his Hammer he workt with, 

Fohn Bullivent the Younger fined 5 s, for the ſame, 

The aforeſaid Goods were diſtrained hy Warrant from Reb. 
T :10roten-called Juſtice, Fohn Sm:th of Remſon and T ho, Sharp 
of Newark Informers ; the ſaid Fob» Smith was very Rude in 
his Carriage in the Meeting, ufing Threatning Words to the 
Perſons affembled, ſaying to one, with his Fauchen draws in 
his Hand, Tat he would chruft 3t down his Throat ; and to ano- 
ther, He wouldcleave him down, and run it into us Buttock, 


At another Meeting the 2 3d day of. the 2d Moneth, 1676. 
at the Houſe -of Robert Grace in Sutton in Aſhfield, thele ie: 
veral Perfons following were taken by the aforeſaid Fohn Smith 
and Thomas Sharp Informers, and had before Arthur Srannup 
caled Juſtice, who fined them as followeth , 

Robert Grace, for having the Meeting at his Houſe, fined 
4 1. for which Samuel Britain took away patt of his Houſhold 
Goods. |

William Jaulſon ( 34. L's Sen aforeſaid) was fined 5 8, 
for himfelf, and 11. for the Poverty of two others, for which 
two laft fines the Officers took away a Cow & Houſhold Goods 
to thevalue of 51. 48. which they ſold for 21, 10s. Officers 
Names are Francis Scarcliff Conſtable, Tho, Urdidge Third 
borrough, | The 
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The 38th $day of the 3d Moneth, 1676. the aforeſaid Peo- 
ple were by the Officers kept out of their Meeting at S-rrom 
in the'Street, where the aforeſaid Informers finding them, wok 
ſeveral with them to a Juſtice's Houſe, but it bcing late at 
Night the Juſtice appointed them and the Officers to come the 
next Day, the Officers came, but the Informers went to Robert 
Theroton another Juftice,who they thought might be readier to 
do their Work, who fined theſe Perſons following, and gran- 
ted Warrants to make Diftreſs on their Goods. 

Robert Grace, Anthony Tomiinſon, Feſeph Roberts, fined 
10s. apicce, the Diſtrefſes made by Samuel &rittaine Conſta- 
ble and other Officers, 

Goarge Cockram fined ros. for himſelf, and 11. for the 
Poverty of two others had a Cow taken from himz worth 3 1. 

5. 4d. 

Fen Fultword fined 5 s. for himſelf, and 101, for the Pa« 
verty of a Woman pretended to be the Preacher, although 
ſome of rhe Officers preſent ail the Mecting-time, did teftifie 
ro the Juſtice, before whom the Suffcrers were firſt brought, 
that they did hear no words tending to either Preaching or Tea- 
ching; yet this T ho7eton, upoa the Informers Falſe Swearing, 
did grant a Warrant to make Diſtreſs upon two Perſons Goods 
for 201. for the Preacher that day : and the aforeſaid Fohr 
Fullweood had Elcven Quarters of Mault taken from him worth 
101. gs. | 

And #:lizm Day for the pretended Preacher was fined 101. 
and had his Goods diftrained. | 

George Hopkixſon had Goods taken from him worth Twelve 
Shillivgs, | 

Robert Aarriet fined 5 s. for himſelf, and y 1. for the Po: 
verty of fix others, and had a Mare taken from him, 


Edward Richardſon of Kilverton, for being at a peaceable 
Mecting at Rew/and Dabcy's Rouſe was fined 101. and they 
took away his Working-Tools, his Coals, Hay and Corn, 
Beds and Bedding, and other Honſhould Goods, and his Chit- 
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drens Cloathes, to the value Cf 161, being almoſt all the the 
poor man had, (he being a black Smith by trade) to the un« 
doing ofhis Wife and Children as much as lay in the Hands 
of wicked Men; but great are the Mercies of the Lord. 

Diſtrained by Warrant from Robert Theroten of Carconſon, 
The. Girton Conſtable, Chriſtopher Dent of Bingham, and 
Robert rPycam Informers, 

' William Maultly of Orfton for the ſame, had 7. Strike of 
Barly taken from him worth about 17s. by Warrant from Re+ 
bert T horeton called Juſtice, Chriſtopher Dent, and Robert Wy- 
cam Informers, taken by William Dawſon Conſtable, and 
Huzh Lamb Officer. 

Robeyt Builsvant of Over- Broughton, was fined 10s, and 
they took away his houſe-hold Goods by Warrant, from Ju- 
ſtice Hows of Largcr, Fohn H'ckling Conſtable, Fohn Dably 
and William Pilk;iron Officers, Fohn Camells of Everton was 
fined 5 5. and had Goods taken from him worth about 10s, 

Fohn Smith of Everton for the ſame was fined 5 5. and they 
took from hima pare of Boots worth above Bs; diſtrained by 
Warrant from Juſtice Sands of Screwby, Fohn Baily, Thomas 
Reanes, Robert Flowcr, and Robert Mew Officers, the Infor- 
mers not known, 

Fohn Q!dam of Calverton for being at a peaceable Meectins 
at the Houſ: of Robert Bradſhew of Oxen was fined 5 |.and they 
took away his Working Tools and a pare of Boots worth a- 
bout 31. 9s. and ceaſed upon the reſt of his Working Gear 
(he being by Trade a weaver) fince taken away ; diftrained 
by Warrant from Rovert Therorony, William Hernſley Con- 
ſtable, Henry Marſnall, and William Martin, and Tho, 
Hutchinſon Officers. | 


William Wilſon of Girton for having a Meeting at his 
Houſe peaceably to waite upon God, was fined 5 1. and they 
took away from him two Cows that were none of his own,but 
lent him by his Friends to give his Children milk, when kis 
Goods were taken before upon the ſame account, and they 
ſold the Cows which were werth about 61,

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Thomas Crane of North Scarle for going to the ſame had 
Houlchould-goods taken from him, by Fohn Cheeſwricht Con-. 
ſtable, to the value of about 5 |. for a fine of 55, 5. 

Stephen Swinſco and his Wife of South: Co!! n; ham, for go” 
ing to the ſame Meeting was fined 51. 10s. and he being 2 La" 
bouring man, and not having to anſwer the fine, the Con- 
ſtable took Goods from him worth about 21, 16s. And the 
Conſtable was fined 5 l, for net taking a Cow that this poor Ian 
bad, which the Perſecutors heard of, though ſhe was gone out of 
th: Lordſhip three dayes before the Conſtable came ro diftraine 
or had lus Varrant ;, ſo he was farced to give the Tnformers 29 £, 
to agree with them, 

Another poor Woman in the ſame Town having almoft | 
all ſhe had taken from her formerly upon this account, fhe 
having ſince got ſorae Bedding, and other Neceffaries, they 
have now ſtript her of Al, and ſhe forced to go ſcek lodping 
in the Town; and her Land-owner having a Bedſted whick 
was left in the Houſe as an Earlcome, durſt not let it ſtand, 
though willing of himſelf, their Threats were ſo Cruel, being 
' Without Pity or Mercy. 

Robert Carnetl of North-Celtinehar for going to the fame 
Mceting, was fined 101. and they took from him almolt ali 
his Houſehold- goods, he being ſeveral times before diftrain- 
ncd upon for the ſame thing ; And although formerly one that 
had Plenty of ſuch things, yet new is ingaged to a N:t9hbeur 
for 4 Bed1oly on. 

Tho, Fox for going to the ſame Meeting was fined 51: 5 8.and 
they took from his Brother Thomas Lev. {ly as many Spokes 
and hewen Fellows as were worth about 6 }. 6s. 8d. Wick: 
ſaid Spokes and Fellows were made over unto the faid Tomas 
Leeve ſly by Bill of Sale for ſome ſum of Money, the ſaid The. 
14s had paid for his Brother, and wa: made appear ſo to be 
before the Juſtice ; yet the ſaid Juſtice refuſing to do Right pit 
the Conſtable to diftraine, : . 

Mathew Hartly, a very poor man, for going to tte fare 
Meeting was fined 15 5s, and being gone forth of tne Lown to

 Fohbn Traſ5weſ for going to the ſame Meciing was fined 5 1,

Ing to cover them, but as it is lent them by others ; and jome 
of the Family lodge in the Town for want of Bedding ; Th 
being 4 mar alſo that has had Plenty of theſe things for bis own 
Farnuly, and alfs hath help:d to relieve others before this if 

'Came forth, ſince which he hath often ſuffered muth ; and thus

by Tobn Key Conſtable of Kneſal,and /obhn Wrizhs of Kneeſal 
Warden, 

Thomas Eftwoed, for being at the fame Meeting, was fined 
55. and had one great Bible, one Warming-pan, one Pewter- 
Dith taken from him by the ſame Officers,
